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INTRODUCTION. 


1\  lY  first  description  of  British  War  Medals  appeared 
in  1866.  Of  this  impression,  only  three  hundred 
copies  were  published  ;  it  has  now  become  very  scarce, 
and  is  still  in  demand.  I  have  therefore  been  induced  to 
prepare  a  New  Edition. 

Since  the  above  date,  several  New  Medals  have  been 
earned  by  British  soldiers  and  sailors  in  various  parts 
of  the  world.  That  for  Abyssinia  is  a  witness  of 
energy  and  perseverance  over  almost  insurmountable 
obstacles  ;  the  New  Zealand  Medal  represents  innu- 
merable skirmishes  and  dangerous  engagements  with 
the  Maoris  from  1845  to  1866 ;  and  the  Clasps — 
North-west  Frontier,  Umbeyla,  Bhootan,  and  Looshai 
— added  to  the  India  General  Service  Medal,  com- 
memorate British  promptitude  in  arresting  lawless 
incursion,  and  avenging  rapine  and  bloodshed.  The 
fall  of  Coomassie,  which  closed  the  short  campaign 
against  the  Ashantees,  adds  another  honourable  award 
to  the  long  list  of  decorations  which  illustrate  active 
military  and  naval  service,  and  preserve  the  memory  of 
conquest.  It  has  also  been  announced  that  Medals  will 
shortly  be  issued  for  the  recent  wars  in  Zululand  and 
Afghanistan. 


My  object  in  the  following  pages  is  simply  to  tabulate 
and  describe  the  Medals  and  Decorations  that  have  been 
awarded  for  British  Military  and  Naval  Services,  from 
the  Protectorate  to  the  present  time. 

It  is  not  certain  that  many  of  the  medals  of  Queen 
Elizabeth  and  James  I.  were  intended  to  be  worn  as 
military  or  naval  decorations ;  from  their  appearance  we 
may  presume  they  were ;  *  their  oval  form,  and  the  fact 
that  they  have  either  loops  or  rings  attached,  would  seem 
to  lead  to  no  other  conclusion. 

The  first  medal  of  which  we  have  any  authentic 
account,  as  having  been  conferred  by  royal  favour  and 
worn  as  a  military  decoration,  was  granted  by  King 
Charles  I.,  in  1643,  ^^  soldiers  who  distinguished  them- 
selves in  forlorn  hopes.  The  badge  was  of  silver,  and 
represented  His  Majesty  and  Prince  Charles. 

It  is  also  recorded  that  an  especial  mark  of  favour 
was  conferred  upon  Robert  Walsh  (who  commanded  a 
troop  of  horse  at  the  battle  of  Edge  Hill,  1642),  for 
recovering  the  King's  colours  taken  by  the  enemy,  and 
capturing  two  pieces  of  cannon  ;  he  received  from  the 
King  the  honour  of  knighthood  and  a  Gold  Medal. 

However,  the  practice  of  bestowing  such  honorary  distinc-

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tions  does  not  appear  to  have  been  of  frequent  occurrence. 
With  tlie  exception  of  the  Dunbar  Medal,  we  have  no 
general  distribution  before  the  Deccan  and  Mysore 
campaigns. 

Our  military  medals  may  be  said  to  date  from  the 
beginning  of  the  present  century.  Since  then  we  have 
illustrations  of  almost  every  memorable  victory. 

Thirty  years  ago,  or  soon  after  the  Peninsula  or  War 
Medal  with  its  clasps  was  distributed  to  a  multitude  of 
veteran  claimants,  the  study  of  decorations  was  almost 
unknown.  Attracted  by  beauty  of  design,  rarity,  some 
notable  exploit,  or  the  grand  display  they  present  when 
decked  with  their  many-coloured  ribbons,  collectors  com- 
menced the  formation  of  cabinets.  Much  attention  has 
since  been  given  to  the  acquisition  and  preservation  of 
badges  of  distinction,  which  illustrate  the  military  and 
naval  history  of  our  country. 

Among  the  rare  and  valuable  collections  of  war  medals 
and  decorations  which  have  been  gathered  together,  that 
in  the  United  Service  Museum  may  be  mentioned  as 
containing  many  uncommon  examples.  In  the  British 
Museum  many  of  the  early  special  presentation  medals 
are  deposited.  The  private  collections  of  K.  Stewart 
Mackenzie,  Esq.,  of  Seaforth,  Major  J.  Lawson  Whalley, 
J. P.,  Lancaster,  and  Edward  Hyde  Greg,  Esq.,  Cheshire, 
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are  perhaps  the  largest.     Catalogues  of  these  have  been 
printed  for  private  circulation. 

It  will  be  noticed  in  the  compilation  that  the  usual  plan 
of  separating  the  medals  exclusively  granted  to  the  Army 
from  those  given  to  the  Navy  has  not  been  followed.  To 
avoid  a  division  I  have  adopted  an  alphabetical  arrange- 
ment, noticing  when  distributed  to  both  services.  Although 
an  alphabetical  arrangement  must  be  necessarily  frag- 
mentary, I  have  endeavoured  to  make  it  clear  and 
comprehensive,  useful  to  the  collector,  and  easy  for 
reference. 

Nearly  all  the  descriptions  are  taken  from  the  medals 
or  from  photographs. 

In  many  instances  it  is  difficult  to  say  whether  a  medal 
is  rare  or  not.  The  degrees  used  are :  common — rather 
common — scarce — rare — very  rare — exceedingly  rare. 

Should  any  reader  or  collector  notice  an  error,  or  know 
of  any  medals  or  decorations  omitted,  a  communication 
will  be  thankfully  received  by  the  Author.

The 
treachery  of  the  Afghans  and  the  fearful  massacre  in 
the  Kyber  Pass  will  be  long  remembered  ;  but,  in  the 
words  of  Lord  Ellenborough,  we  were  "  avenged,  in  one 
short  campaign,  upon  every  scene  of  past  misfortune."

Ashantee  Campaign,  1873 — 74.  The  Ashantee  Medal 
illustrates  British  operations  on  the  West  Coast  of  Africa, 
so  successfully  conducted  and  finished  by  Sir  Garnet 
Wolseley.  The  war  commenced  on  the  7th  June,  1873, 
when  Captain  Freemantle,  H.M.S.  Barracouta,  landed 
a  body  of  marines  under  Lieut.-Col.  Festing,  R.M.A. 
The  Ashantees  were  attacked  and  repulsed  on  the  13th 
June,  by  the  royal  marines,  Haussas,  2nd  West  India 
regiment,  and  BarracoiUd s  blue  jackets.  Sir  Garnet 
Wolseley  arrived  in  December,  and  advanced  to  the 
front  on  the  27th.  The  events  which  followed  were  the 
storming  of  Amoaful  and  Ordahsu,  and  the  taking  of 
Coomassie,  February,  1874.     See  Coomassie.

India.  To  the  fall  of  Tippoo  Sultan,  1799,  we  have  the 
wars  in  the  Deccan  and  Mysore,  and  the  storming  of 
Seringapatam. 

From  the  commencement  of  the  present  century  a  long 
series  of  military  operations  followed  each  other  in  quick 
succession.  The  Mahratta  War  records  Sir  Arthur 
Wellesley's  first  great  and  decisive  victory  at  Assye, 
September  23rd,  1803.  In  the  same  year  General  Lake 
gained  an  important  victory  at  Laswarree,  which  destroyed 
Scindia's  power  in  Northern  India ;  a  month  later, 
and  Wellesley  had  won  the  battle  of  Argaum.  In  the 
following  year,  1804,  Lake  brought  the  Mahrattas  to  an 
engagement,  Holkar  was  completely  routed,  and  the 
fortress  of  Deig  taken  by  storm.  The  war  in  Nepaul, 
ending  in  18 16,  was  followed  by  a  second  campaign  against 
the  Mahrattas,  conducted  by  Generals  Hyslop,  Malcolm, 
and  Sir  Lionel  Smith,  which  terminated  after  the  great 
battle  of  Maheidpoor,  December,  18 17. 
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Hostilities  commenced  against  the  King  of  Ava  in  the 
year  1824,  General  Sir  A.  Campbell  commanding  the 
united  forces.  After  a  two  years'  campaign,  the  sovereign 
of  Burmah  was  compelled  to  sue  for  peace  upon 
any  terms.  On  the  i8th  January,  1826,  the  fortress  of 
Bhurtpoor,  the  stronghold  of  the  usurper  Durgoon-Sal, 
surrendered  to  British  arms  ;  Lord  Combermere,  who 
directed  the  siege  and  assault,  on  the  6th  of  February 
following,  ordered  the  fortifications  to  be  entirely  demo- 
lished. 

The  siege  and  storm  of  Bhurtpoor  completes  the  list  of 
distinguished  services,  for  which  it  pleased  Her  Majesty  to 
sanction  "  The  Army  of  India  Medal."*  See  Army  of 
India. 

The  medals  that  have  been  awarded  for  military  service 
in  India  may  be  arranged  into  five  series,  viz.  : — 

First — Medals  granted  by  the  H.E.I.C.  to  all  ranks, 
from  the  campaign  in  the  Deccan,  1784,  to  the  capture 
of  Seringapatam,  4th  May,  1799. 

Second — Medals  specially  awarded  by  the  H.E.I.C.  to 
the  Company's  troops  and  to  the  British  army,  from 
the  commencement  of  the  present  century  to  the 
defeat  of  the  Mahrattas  by  Sir  Hugh  Gough, 
December  29th,  1843,  ^t  Maharajpoor. 

Third — Medals  specially  awarded  by  the  Home  Govern- 
ment and  the  H.E.I.C.  to  all  ranks  of  the  army, 
including  the  Company's  troops,  for  actions  and

The  medals  vary  only  in  the  clasps  attached,  and  are  to 
be  found  with  from  one  to  fifteen,  according  to  the  num- 
ber claimed  by  the  veteran,  whose  name  and  regiment  are 
indented  or  punched  on  the  edge. 

Rarity.  Several  medals  with  single  clasps  are  very  rare  (see 
each  action) ;  two,  three,  four,  five,  six,  seven,  may  be 
rare  or  not — it  entirely  depends  upon  the  names  of  the 
victories  attached.  For  example: — Vimiera,  Sahagu7i^ 
Salamanca^  Vittoria  (four  clasps),  is  much  rarer  than 
Salamanca^  Vittoria^  Nivelle,  Nive,  Toulouse  (five  clasps).
